TWO EMPIRE IDEAS 

(Editorial from the Now York Tim***. 

May Till. 1914) 

The meeting of the British Dornn- 
I >u Prime Ministers In London luis 
agnln directed oUentiou to the ratine 
and construction of what Mr. Church* 
hill has d:signaled as the ‘ British 
Empire and Commonwealth." A con¬ 
stant object of envy or attack, it has 
weathered all vicissitudes and sur¬ 
vived every crisis including, it is now 
assured, the latest and gravest crisis 
in its existence—the present war. It 
may no longer be able to claim pre¬ 
eminence in a world in which the 
Culled States and Russia are bound 
!•» Ploy at least equal role*. But it is 
Mill a gigantic Power.- and. as Mr. 
Churchill emphatic, d recently and 
a* the London Cconference demon¬ 
strates, it is more united within its* 
i If than ever before. 

Thi,, raises the question ns to the 
fourcr.i of its strength md the na- 
>»:re of the ties that bind its far-flung 
territories into an entity able to net 
as one Great Power. Tha most strik¬ 
ing feature in any answer to that 
question is that however larsm its 
mnteriial resources and liov/tvei val 
iant the Jbreed of men that lives in 
it, .its main source of both dab.lltl 
and strength must be sought in the 


sphere of the moral itnponderahl «<*« 
which in its own. particular cine may 
bo said to compromise two main fac 
tors the consent of the govern o 
within the Empire and Common¬ 
wealth, mid the acceptance ami sup 
port of a large part of the world out¬ 
side of it, most e.Hp dally the Cnited 
State*. 

Horn as a late-comer in an age of 
imperialism and expansion, end 
reaching its full size more l.y ac¬ 
cident than by design, it prospered 
wh n other empires shrank, and 
today has become the freed and 
most liberal international organizat¬ 
ion in history. Those of its mem- 
Imts who developed a separate 
nationhood hav? become Independ¬ 
ent nations, maintaining with the 
motherland a traditional hut now 
wholly voluntary association; those 
"ho still fall short of such a dev¬ 
elopment have every opportunity 
f or t; end those too small or too 
undeveloped to stand on their own 
tee* still prefer British rule to any 
ether. The presence at the London 
conference of Premier Smuts of 
South Africa is dramatic testimony 
>otb the flexibility of the Brit 
Mi Km pirn and it* capacity for in¬ 
spiring loyalty < even In former 
enemies. 

At the same time it is not atnlss 
to point ou that this development 
" u * a cons.qucnee of the American 
Revolution, which, while separating 
Che United States from the British 
Empire also showed the ruVrs of 
the Empire the llmittions of mere 
power and the wisdom of govern- 
m nt by the consent of the governed 
For this revolution inspired that 
ela tic and soft-gloved policy which 
not only permitted oilier Empire 
members to develop into self-govern 
ing Dominions but also avoided any 
oppressive conduct toward the rest 
of the world at a time when British 


power was adequate for it It was 
this policy which quickly roconcll d 
America and Great Britain and 
formed that Anglo-American comtmin 
tty with which every power in the 
world mu.d hemelorth reckon in 
any i risie. It was this policy also 
v.hit' i made the British Enplrc the 
hope of every nation struggling for 
its freedom And it is this < polcly 
aud this policy alone, which can and 
will assure the l-vplre’s per m a none.

'Empire is p i hup. heat illustrated 
b> a contrast with the most ambit¬ 
ious empire of our time that of Nazi 
(ici many. Uoncc ived in pride and 
bale, it was based on a conquest of 
t t world in which sonic races were 
to he exterminated entirely and In 
which all nations, including those 
with age-old national cultures and 
traditions, were to ho denationaliz¬ 
ed an degraded to drawers or wntei 
uml hew ms or word for a German 
111:1 Ccr race composed of all men of 
“Gorman blood’’ throughout the world 
but ruled by an autocratic Fuehrer 
in Berlin. To the Nazis this project 
app a red to lie merely an Imitation 
of what they conceived to b© the 
“woild rule ' of the Engllsh-spcakiii; 
community, with this difference, as 
they explain d. that while (lie British 
Empire and the larger Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can community were merely acejden 
lal, theirs would he n "planned cm- 
pii ■' which would exclude all fort- 
uiteous circumstances and would 
therefore last for a thousand years 
They kn w nothing of the imponder¬ 
ables which made and saved and 
maintained the Britiffli Empire and 
tli? YngloAmerican community. But 
it i.-i perhaps well to recall these 
same Imponderables tor the benefit 
of those who are now planning wider 
wold organizations and International 
superstates for the maintenance of 


FAMILY ALLOWANCES MAY BE 
PAID ABOUT JULY. 19«5 

Ottawa June 21, Family allow* 
anroe proposed by the federal gov 
eminent would become effective 
July 1, 1915. and would range from 
$5 to $8 a mon'.th depending on the 
ago of children, Prim ' Minister King 
revealed today In a resolution to 
the bill placed on the commons 
votings and proceeding*. 

The jesohitlnn proposed that al¬ 
lowances he pahl from that date lor 
each child in Canada under 16 years 
of age on the following scale; 

$5 a month for cnch child loss 
than six, years old; 

f(> a month for each child of six 
or more hut less thou 10;

$S a month for each child of 13 
years but less than 10 years old

Infestation of wild oats has been 
very bad this sbrlng. The provincial 
supervisor of weed control says that 
summerfallowing is not the best met 
hod of combating wild oats. He ad¬ 
vises early cultivation of the land 
and then seeding it with green feed 
or with a short season crop such 
as 0111 barley. This method kills

With Perosis there it> a decided 
swelling at the hock joints hut the 
often the toes do not curl in. With 
curled toe paralysis ther* is no 
swlling at the hock joints but the 
toes curl in to such an eotteml that 
Lho birds are uuable to siand. 

There has been a decided defic¬ 
iency in the supply of milk powder 
and it is possible that growing chicks 
may not be receiving • nough milk 
in their feed. Where this condition 
is noticed chicks should immediat¬ 
ely bo given an extra 5 per cent 
milk powder in the starter or all 
the skim milk they can drink. The 
ground oats in the mash should 
also bo doubled in order to supply 
manganese. A liberal supply of 
green feed should be made available 
In this way. the growing bird* will 
receive the required amount of 
feed and vitamins to overcome 
I he e two deficiencies.

ches the worm, potato beetles 
are usually waiting in tlie field 
for the new crop of potatoes to 
appear above ground. They lay 
their eggs on the underside of 
the leaves, and when the yellow 
egg masses begin to hatch it is 
the signal to stall control mea¬ 
sures at once either by spray 
ing or dusting. 

The best and cheapest poison 
to use is calcjum arsenate, slat 
es Alan G. Dustan, Division of 
Entomodogy, Dominion Depart 
ment of Agriculture. Use ii at 
the rate of V/^ to 2 lb. in 40 
gallons of Bordeaux mixture 
(copper sulphate 4 lb., lime 4 lb. 
water 40 gallons) If the prison 
in used in water alone, add 2 
,1b 3 lb. of hydrated lime to 
each 40 gallons. Should arsenate 
of Jead or Paris green be pref¬ 
erred as a poison, 2 to 3 lb. of 
the arsenate of lead and J /> to 
1 lb. of Paris green may be "sub 
Ftituted far each 40 gallons of 
spray. 

Growers who prefer to apply 
th? poison in powder form 
should u?ie a dust composed of 
one pait of calcium arsenate to 
X pails ctf hydrated lime. Best 
results are obtained if the ap¬ 
plication is made in the early 
u oming or late evening when 
the vines are wet with dew and 
the- air is calm. 

In spraying potatoes, the 
poison should always be mixed 
witli Bordeaux spray, because 
the Bordeaux is not only a val¬ 
uable fungicide but repels the 
attacks of flea beetles, leaf hop 
pers, and other destructive in¬ 
fects. Two or three applications 
in a season should give ample 
protection from all insects when 
applied thoroughly and at the 
proper time, that is, at once 
when the neiw damage becomes 
evident. Both sides of the Jeav 
es, the upper and the lower, 
should be sprayed abundantly 
When the plants are small, 50 
to 75 gallons per acre and 100 
to 120 gallons when the plants 
are fully grown ana not too 
much at each application.
